It  gives  that 
Commission  a  "free  hand,"  but  it  im- 
poaea  rettrietioaa- oii  what  it  may  and 
what  it  may  not  do.  The  ml«*mum 
tate  on  grain  an4  flour  fixed  by .  the 
pow*!  Naat  '^m  Act ia  not  to  be 
fxceeded.  The  claim  made  that 
|hc  ord*r-in-council,  apart  from  the 
iorefoiag  rcacnratioii,  leaves  the 
Railway  Commission  "unfettered  by 
|ny  IhniUtions,"  and  yet,  the  cardinal 
principle  of  what  it  is  to  do  is  con- 
tained in  the  blessed  shibboleth,  the 
Vqualisatibn  of  frclfiit  ratat^"  A 
fontradletoiry  featnra  o<  <l»  ♦fitf-ln- 
gooncil  is  that  stress  is  laid  on  the 
*neaar«femcat  of 'the  movHffat  of 
traffic  through  Canadian  porta  and 
waatward  and  eastward  through  Pa 
cific  poru,  and  this,  io  the  lit^t  of 
the  general  tarill  policy  of  Uw  Oov- 
crnmcnt  which  has  been  so  intent  on 
encouraging  traffic  north  and  south, 
as  opposed  to  east  and.  wAlt. 

I«  Htod;  tlw  'inatmctW*  to  the 
Railway  Commission  are  of  the  pious 
variety  and  solely  devised  to  influence 
votes  at  the  forthcoming  election. 
Jhat  shibboleth,  the  "equaliiation  of 
rates,"  is  a  vote-catching  one,  but  it 
hacdly  Ukts  into  consideration  c«o- 
nomic  factors.  If  it  is  to  he  done  and 
Aooe  economically  it  would  imply, 
loo,  the  equalization  of  the  density 
and  character  pf  (frOduVtion,  of  mar- 
lieting  nsr<i||jiiM;'  of,  jgaggryhical 
advantafc  of  dla**»»iitote,  of  -tepo^ 
graphy,  of  population,  of  haulage 
costs  and  of  general  conditlooa.  These 
are  the  considerations  that  imMt  gOT> 
tn  the  findings  of  the  Railway  Com- 
mission unless  it  is  to  become  a  po- 
litical tool  instead  of  a  judicial  body. 
Thare  camot  economically  b«<iaqaal. 
^atment  of  unequal  things. 

What  the  Government  is  attempt 
l^g  to  do  by  its  order-in-couneil  is 
to  inirrfrre  with  the  operations  of  the 
Railway  Commission.  That  body

•l^horll]f.-  As  a  tribunal  it  was  given 
powers  Miil  tu^t^se  the  Supreme 
Cowt  of  Caaa4£  Th«  regulation  of 
railway  rates  was  supposed  to  have 
hecn  lifted  entirely  out  of  the  politi- 
^  arai^  .tftd  away  from  the  4ia- 
mminatiofl,  irregularities,  rebates  and 
l^cral  looseness  in  conduct  which 
ced  political  supervMon.  Now 
re  is  another  attempt  .it  political 
ktarvention.  Wk*n  the  Railway 
^oard  came  into  existenica  the  prin- 
<^1«  naderlyfaig  the  IcKislation  that 
brought  U^into  effect  was  that  there 
■honld  be  an  impartial  and  cliiimint 
tribunal  that  would  stand  between  the 
sellers  of  «ransportation  service  and 
the  buyers  of  that  service  and  see 
that  justice  was  done.  The  (  H.vfrn- 
ment  has  now  intervened.  It  implies 
that  it  wants  the  Railway  Commission 
to  disregard  th«  fact  that  freight 
rates  have  an  economic  foundation,

HOME  BANK  VOTKSt 


Governmental  measures,  making 
secJtiooal  appeals  for  votes,  are  com- 
mg  thick  and  fast  as  the  Ksaion  at 
Ottawa  draws  to  its,  close'  and  the 
election  date  grows  nearer.  The  coun- 
try is  being  called  upon,  among  other 
processes  of  donation,  to  give  the  de 
positors  of  the  defunct  Home  Bank 
the  large  sum  of  $5,459^000  as  a  par- 
tial recoupment  of  tbeir  losses.  The 
Government  adoiita  that  it  has  no 
legal  liability  in  the  matter,  but  Mr. 
Mackeniiie  King  aays  .thtre  is  a 
"moral  claim  in  equity,"  which,  in 
the  circumstances,  might  be  inter- 
preted as  meaning  that  a  section  of 
the  voters  must  be  appeased.  In  a 
matter  of  this  character,  however, 
there  is  a  "moral  claim  in  equitjr"  to 
(he  taxpayers  of  Canada  as  a  whole. 
They  should  not  be  mnlctcd  to  the 
tone  of  over  |S,000,QOO  in  order  to 
promote  the  fortunes  of  the  liberal 
Pa^ty  at  the  forthcoming  election.  In 
effect,  what  the  handsom^  doesur  for 
the  Home  Bank  depositors  amounts 
to  is  that  some  of  the  people  are  to 
be  "bribed"  with  all  the  Uxpayers' 
money.  There  is  a  lack  of  political 
morality  in  this  course.  There  is  no 
legal  obligation  on  Fferlianaont  to  re 
coup  the  losses  of  the  Home  Bank 
depositors,  and  it  is  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent to  create  at  a  time  wken  the 
country  is  .surfeited  with  taxation.

Mrs.  Simpaon,  who  ia  registered  at  the 
Strathcona  Motel,  w.is  for  ten  >rnrs 
teachinir  in  Kngland.  and  since  that 
time  haa  been  vtaltlog  the  United 
SUtee  and  Canada  atudylag  educa- 
tleaal  mathoda. 

Only  Tw«hre  MafHka 
The  reaaon  she  reafihsa  that  con- 
rlualon  la  that  tho  Canadian  teacher 
la  advlaed  to  adopt  a  formal  ayatem 
of  Inatructlon,  dependent  largely  on 
the  queatlon  method  of  conveying  in- 
formation, while  the  Brltlah  teacher 
follows  the  lecture  ayatatn  with  more 
Individual  effort.  Aa  a  conaequence, 
the  perloda  of  sxchange  between 
teashgre  of  twelve  montha  to  laaufll- 
cient>to  brfag  thd  fortnalist  ayatem 
Into  line  with  the  MdHnduaaetic,  and 
the  reverse  situation  In  Canada. 

On  the  contrary  shf  la  a  strong  sup- 
porter of  the  work  of  the  National 
Council  of  icduratlon.  In  bringing  rep- 
reeent.tt  I V)'  cilncatlonal  leadera  to 
Canada  who  have  knowledge  of  the 
beet  ia  education,  and  are  able  to  turn 
public  opinion,  aa  well  aa  the  views  of 
teacbara  Into  the  most  efllelaat  ehan- 
neto.
